Rjv. U. L. Culler, pastor of the 


Lutheran church, Bedford, recent'y 
preached tbe following 
interesting 


and impressive sermon: 


It is a waking dream—not a dream 


In sleep I bave to relate. It io suggest- 
ed by the Christmsstide, and the words 
of St. Paul, 1 Car. 15:17 ; "If Christ bt 
not riiwn your filth is vain; ye are yei 
in your sins." I seemed to be io the 
ancient city of Rome. 
I looked with 


admiration upon the splendid archi- 
tecture, 
the 
magnificent 
marble 


columns, tie designs for which were 
borrowed from the Grecian city, Cor- 
inth. I wondered at the evidences (f 
ancient art—the fine marble statuary— 
the figures cf the orjce mighty Cteiirs, 
of kings, great soldiers, senators, ora- 
tors and poets 
Then I thought of the 


feeble beginnings of Christianity in 
the seven-hilled city.once the mistress, 
or queen, of the then whole knowL 
world; of P*u.'s preaching there, and 
the spread of the religion of the lore 
Jesus Christ in the Roman empire. 
Then I thought of the times of bitter 
and Koody persecu.ion 
under the 


heathen emperors. 
1 saw the earij 


Christians in the arena of the Coli- 
seum, tne great Roman theatre, while 
75,000 of the populace, men and wo- 
3ien, gazed with spiteful triumph upon 
them; applauding, when the helpless 
Christians, men, women and children, 
were torn to piec»s by the hungry 
lions, or goied to death by maddeneo 
bulls, or cnt flown by the cruel Ro- 
man g.adiators, trained to scenes ol 
blood atd cruelty. I saw their swordb 
dripping with the blood of the slaiu 
Chribliins who chose rather to die 
than give up their faith in their Savior, 
Jesus Christ. 


1 looked into the ancient catacombs, 


where many thousands of the early 
Christians, to escape persecution, made 
caves in the chalky hill sides, for 
dwelling places, for houses of worship, 
and for tombs for those who died or 
were slain. For they were not per- 
mitted to worship or bury their dead 
anywhere above ground. Then I re- 
membered the trinmpa of Christianity 
in the Roman empire. I saw its tri' 
nxnph over the mountains of heathen 
philosophy, 
superstition, 
prejudice 


and corruption. I saw Constantino, the 
great, the first Christian emperor of 


ThoM Who Have Groiwd to the Other Side 


—The Death ileeord. 


Josiah Huffman died Sunday morn- 


ing, January 4, after an illness of 
many mouths. Surrounded by a lov- 
ing family and kind friends,he breathed 
his last and his spirit ascended to H'm 
who gave it. M'. Huffman was born 
in Milliken'sCjva, Harrison township, 
April 16, 1840. He was one of a family 
of tan children bora to Simusl and 
Ma-y Huffman, three of whom have 
preceded bin to the spirit world. By 
diligent study in the public schools in 
boyhood and early youth he fitted him 
self for teaching and taught two termi. 


On August 18, 1862, he enlisted in 


Company D, 138 ih Regiment, Pennsyl- 
sylvania volunteers, afterward serving 
as corporal. He participated in the 
engagement at Locust Grove and on 
May 6, 1864, in tin battle of the Wil- 
derness, ha received a gun shot wound 
In the shoulder that incapacitated him 
for further service and necessitated 
h's removal to a hospital. The injury 
proved to be very sarious aid he wss 
subsequently confined in different hos- 
pitals until discharged from service on 
May 18,1865. He then returned to his 
home in Harrison township, in which, 
with tbe exception of six years spent 
in Nebraska, he has since res:d)d. 
While in Nebraska he served a term as 
county commissioner of Diwson coun- 
ty. In 1896 he wa? elected to sirve as 
one of the commissioners of Bedtord 
county and discharged his duties faith- 
fully and well. 


On Februa-y 18, 1873, he was united

A., Cora M., Irm», Burl V. and Roy C , 
allot whom, with tha faithful wife, 
remain to mourn his departure.

Oie arti- 
cle is all that is raised upon this farm, 
aud that is the ostrich. Here is to be 
seen one hundred f,nd twenty-eight of 
these birds, ranging in all s'z-is from 
a chick ostrich to the full grown bird 
weighing 250 pounds. They are a very 
unsightly bird, especially the hen; the 
male being much the finer looking and 
producing the finest feathers. Those 
who have not teen the birds can form no 
idea of their graceful walk and their 
soft, sleepy eyes or their lODg, dnn- 
colored necks and hire, muscular legs 
Every chick, upon its arrival, is worth 
835. 
They are carefully handled during 


their first month of life. They areput 
into brooders, where they are allowed 
to run in the sunshine during the day- 
time and are protected from the chill 
at night. They are fed nothing for 
four days, when they begin to pick 
green food. They grow at the rate of 
one foot a month until six months old; 
when a year old they ara nearly full 
grown and at four years they are ma- 
tured aid are then mated, and it is a 
very difficult matter to divorce a pair 
afttr they have once become attached. 
Tueir nest consists of a scooped out 
basin in the sand aad the eggs are de- 
pjsited there at the rate of tne every 
second day for thirty days. Then the 
nen bird cjvers the eggs during the 
day aud the male during the night. In 
forty days the chicks are hatched. 
The full grown birds can reach an or- 
ange ten feet above the ground on 
which they stand. 
This remarkable 


bird yields every eight months about 
20(1 of taose costly plumes that are cov- 
eted so much by the ladies. Here is 
to be seen some of the most beautiful 
b as made from plumes which measure 
16 inches across aud sell for S50 to S70

STONE'S VALEDICTORY. 


The Governor's Final MmMge to the StaM 
legislature. 


HARBISBOBO, January 6.—Two messages 
ere sent to the legislature today by Gov- 


ernor Stone—one treating of the state's 
affairs in general and the other concerning 
the attempt to force Ju ge Peter P Smith 
to retire from tbe superior court. The gen- 
eral message is a brief, perfunctory docu- 
ment and sumbitted, as he explains in the 
introdnction, "in compliance with law." It 
dwells on the great prosperity of the state; 
the affairs of the various dtpartments 
of government come in for treatment, 
bnt its recommendations are comparative- 
ly few. 
On the tut ject of the date's finan- 


ces he says: 


> t the beginning of the present ad- 


ministration there was a large deficit in 
th-state treasury 
£t the beginning 


of tue 1-st session of the legislature 
there was a s"rplus of a rrilliou and a 
half of dollars. 
After deducting all 


outstanding debts and th« unusual and

markets bat are not so good, as they 
are not as ripe as they should be; bnt 
the holiday trade calls for them and 
the grower's pocket book needs to be 
replenished to meet expenditures; as 
quit* a little cost is connected with 
orange production in Cilifornia. The 
orchardist must irrigate at least six 
times a year and if the wintjr rains 
are light must irrigate eight times a 
year or his crop will be a failure. Tnis 
costs him five cants for every inch 
of water under 3 inch pressure for 24 
hcure; or, on an average, 850 for each 
time he irrigates an orchard of 20 acres 
Then he must fumigate his trees for

If the age limit be raised, even though 
the raise be of only one year, the fac- 
tories will go over into Mew York or 
New Jersey."

which must not be tinkered with: De- 
liberate violation of the law of the 
state by the mill-owning companies; 
systematic refusal by state officials to

"To enforce the law, to compel of- 


ficials to do their duty, to abolish 
child slavery in Pennsylvania, to de- 
prive capital's cannibal god of his 
banquet of infante' flesh, is to 'tinker' 
with vested iniquities and imperil the 
prosperity of the state.

wealth has been built upon tbe graves

The Rainbow. 


When a niy of sunlight falls on a 


raindrop, it is refracted; then part of 
the light is reflected from the internal 
surface and again refracted on leaving 
the drop. The white sunlight is not 
only refracted when it enters and 
leaves the drop, but dispersion also 
takes place. The eye sees bright cir- 
cles of light for each kind of light, and 
since sunlight Is made up of different 
kinds of homogeneous light we get a 
series of circular arcs, showing the 
spectrum colors, the red being outside 
and the other colors following In the 
order of descending wave length. The 
whole constitutes a primary rainbow. 
A secondary bow Is sometimes seen 
outside the first This Is formed by 
the light being twice reflected Inside 
the raindrops. 
The less refrangible 


rays are on the inner sicie. Rainbows 
due to still more Internal reflections 
are too feeble to be observed. It is 
possible to get a white rainbow if the 
sun Is clouded or if there is a mixture 
of raindrops of very different sizes. 


Lightning Precantion. 


All electrical engineer declares that 


the center of the room is the safest 
place from lightning. 


"There Is a constant tendency on the 


part of the electricity in the sky to 
reach the ground," he says. "To do this 
It must have a conductor. 
Atmos- 


pheric elect.ricity always follows the 
outside of the conductor or agency 
that leads it to the ground. 
That's 


why the middle of the room is safest 
during an iHectrlcnl storm. 


"I know of a number of Instances 


where a holt of lightning followed 
the walls of a room, burning it on all 
four sides, while the people in it being 
away from the walls, were only slight- 
ly shocked.

PATH OF OCEAN CABLES. 


Submarine Tablelandu That Stretck 


Acrnii» the Atlantic 


There seems to be no logical reason 


why cables cannot be laid arross any 
section of the oceans of the world, no 
matter how great the depth Some por> 
lions of the Atlantic cables are three 
tiiles below the surface and this Is not 
necessarily the extreme depth, for the 
cable may and probably does past 
from the top of one submarine hill to 
another without drooping materially 
Into the deep valleys between, says 
Llppincotts Magazine 
The greatest 


known depth of the sea Is 40036 feet, 
or 7 3 5 miles found in the south At 
lantic midway between the island of 
Tristan da Cunba and the mouth of 
the Rio de la Plata 
Soundings have 


been made to the depth of 27 480 feet 
in the north Atlantic south of New 
foundland, and about 34,000 feet, or 
nearly 6y2 miles Is reported south of 
the Bermudas 
Even such enormous 


depths as these need not hinder cable 
laying so far as the theory Is con 
cerned but In practice, for reasons of 
economy In maintenance and other 
wise it Is found best to take advan 
tage of favoring conditions In the 
oceans bed To Illustrate, all of the 
cables between the United States and 
Europe run up along our coast until 
they reach the neighbothood of New 
foundland befoie starting across to 
their destination in Ireland or France. 
The reason for this Is found In the 
range of submanne tablelands form- 
ing an Ideal cable bed which lies be- 
ween the three latter countries
